trust. Commissioner Gurfield, of the 
bureau of corporations, has been 
for 


months conducting an investigation 
of the oil business of the 
country, 


particularly with reference to alleged 
violations of the anti trust laws by 
the Standard. It is understood that 
Garfield's inquiry is now about com- 
plete and that the President has been 
made acquainted with inuch of the 
information which will be embodied 
in his report. Another matter which 
was probably brought up with the oil 
magnates by the President was the 
proposed investigation by • the inter- 
state commerce commission into the 
alleged combination of the railroad? 
and the Standard. It is believed that 
the President wishes to sound Rogers 
and Archbold as to the attitude they 
would take with reference to this in- 
quiry, whether they would 
answer 


the questions of the commission vol- 
untarily or whether 
it 
would 
be 


necessary 
to have an 
amendment 


passed by Congress to the joint reso- 
lution giving the commission author- 
ity to compel testimony.
